George T. Forbes, formerly a silk manufac- 
turer of Paterson, N. J... charged with forgery 
and grand larceny, escaped sentence for the 
offenses, after he had pleaded guilty, because 
he was a victim of a psychological phenom- 
enon known as “ reversion to type”’ and be- 
cause Judge George W. Allen understood his 
case. 

While intoxicated, during which, he told 
the court, his mind was a blank, Forbes be- 
trayed the trust of H. S. Gyllings, a friend, 
robbed him of money,, forged Gyllings’ name 
to a check, stole his clothing, even down to 
underclothes and hosiery, and then was ar- 
rested while asking the teller of the Central 
National bank why payment had been 
stopped on the check. 

The psychological truth which secured 
Forbes his freedom is that while under the 
influence of drink a mam frequently reverts 
to the type of his ancestors and may commit 
a crime similar to one some forefather com- 
mitted. That is the theory, upon which Judge 
Alien acted when he made Forbes sign «a 
pledge never again to touch liquor.

As his father staggered out of the room the 
son turned the weapon on himself and fired 
a shot, the bullet going through the back of 
his head and lodging in “he b , 

While the son was lying= the floor ina 
critical condition the elder Gebhardt washed 
his wound, sat down at the dining room table, 
and ate a hearty meal. 


Daughter Blames Her Father. 

When police from the Town Hal! station 
arrived they found the son lying on the floor 
in a pool of blood, with the revolver beside 
him. They learned that a quarrel about 
family matters had existed between the 
father and son since Friday. 

‘* Father has made life miserable for us,” 
Miss Gebhardt told the police, “and has 
been inclined to drink.”’

Sheriff Strassheim declines to suppress 
levee resorts as requested to do by the Wom- 
en's Christian Temperance union of ‘Cook 
county, 200 of whose members marched upon 
him recently to press their appeal.

TAFT ANNOUNCES NEW CENSUS 


Issues Proclamation Asking Peo- 
ple to Co-operate. 


\ : 


ALL RECORDS TO BE SECRET. 


Deglares It Is Duty of Citizens to Aid 
Enumerators. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.]— 
President Taft today issued a pro¢lamation 
‘urging all persons throughout the United 
‘States “‘ to ankwer promptly, completely, and 
accurately all inquiries addressed to them by 
the enumerators or other employés who will 
be ehgaged in the teking of the thirteenth 
decennial! census.’’ 

The Work of taking the census will begin 
one month from tomorrow. The president's 
proclamation is issued for the purpose of in- 
forming those ignorant of its workings that 
they are expected to coiperate with the em- 
ployés of the census bureau, and will be lie- 
‘ble .to- penalties if they fail to do so. 

The-president reassures the public that the 
information will be treated as confidential, 
saying that “every employé of thd census 
bureau is prohibited, under heavy penalty, 
from. disclosing any.information which may 
come to his knowkdge.”’ 

This part of the proclamation is destined to 
still.the fears of many persons that the in- 
formation required of them may be used in 
some way to. the detrimem of their personal 
or business interests. ' 

The ‘sole purpose of the census, the presi- 
dent states, ie to fulfill the requirement of the 
United States constitution, for ths purpose of 
determining the representation of the sev- 
eral states.in the national house of repre- 
sentatives. 

To meet the demands of a large number of 
citizens of‘ foreign birth the senate today 
passed a-bill amending the census law so as 
to. include information regarding the race 
of such perwons: . 

As the law stands, it requires mention only 
of‘the country of origin, but objection was 
made that this phraseology was not suffi- 
ciently definite. Especial objection was made 
om the part of immigrants from Austria- 
Hungary, whose population is composed of 
a number of separate races.

HOUSE BILL AIDS PEOPLE 


Attempts to Force Makers to 
Giye Exact Weights on 
All Packages. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—{Specia!.)— 
The high price of foodstuffs was the subject 
of simultaneous attacks in both houses of 
congress today. Before the senate commit- 
tee a Wasbington butter dealer accused the 
ERigin board of fixing the price of butter for 
the whole country. A bill was introduced in 
the house providing that the consumers must 
be informed the weight of food they buy in 
packages or the number of pieces contained 
in each package. 

James F. Oyster was the dealer who testi- 
fied before the senate committee. He said 
the unusual drop of 6 cents in the price of 
butter last January was due to the strain- 
ing of the market to the highest point and the 
consequent large’ purchase by consumers of 
the cheaper storage butter. 

“If there has been any advance in the 
price of butter in the last few years, the 
producer has had the better of it, for the 


customer has been protected by the dealer,”’ 


eaid Mr. Oyster. He told the committee that 
he figured orf & gross profit on butter of from 
12% to 15 per cent, half of which went to ex- 
penses. 


Explains Fixing of Prices. 

' Mr. Oyster explained at great length how 
the Elgin board fixed the price of butter 
every Monday. 

Wiliam Poulton, a Baltimore retail grocer 
and meat dealer, told the committee that he 
had been able to make only a bare living 
out of his business during the last two years, 
and that in his opinion one-half of the re- 
tallers In his line of business in Baltimore 
were nearly *‘ broke” and would be giad to 
get out of business. 

Asked by Senator Crawford if his cvéb- 
tomers paid their bills as regularly as they 
did five or ten years ago, Mr. Poulton an- 
swered in the negative; he thought they 
found greater difficulty in “‘making ends 
meet.”’ 

To Senator Smoot he gaid he thought the 
working people were purchasing no higher 
class of groceries than formerly. He thought 
they were ‘“‘spending their money on the 
picture shows.”’ 


Provisions of House Bill. 

The bill introduced in the house provides 
that manufacturers must print upon each 
label the weight or ntmber of articles in 
each package. The measure is fathered by 
the National Association of State Sealers, 
which was recently in session in Washing- 
ton. 

When he was in Washington John Kjel- 
lander, sealer of weights and measures for 
Chicago, made anxious inquiry about this 
bill. He had favored it as a member of the 
sealers’ association. His work in Chicago 
showed him the need for it. His search was 
disappointing. The outlook for considera- 
tion of the bill even by the house is not good. 
The senate has not heard of such a Dill 

The manufacturers do not want the meas- 
ure any more than they did when the pure 
food bill was up in 1906. A paragraph tacked 
to the end of that bill provided for the pub- 
lication on each package of the net weight. 
But the paragraph dropped into the waste 
basket. Even now the measure appears as 
an amendment to the pure food bill. It de- 
clares that any manufacturer who does not 
mark on the outside _of the package the 
weight, measure, or numerical count shall 
be guilty of misbranding. The penalty for 
misbranding Is a fine of $500 or imprisonment 
for one year, or botb. 


Calls Butter Prices Bogus. 

Cincinnati, O., - [arch 14.—[Special.}—"* The 
Elgin quotations on butter are not regulated 
by the law of supply and demand, For the 
last fifteen years the people of this city, 
state, and several other states, have been 
duped out of from 5 to 16 per cent of the 
price. This would make 4 total of several! 
millions of dollars.’’ ' 

Nathan Longfellow, member of the preduce 
exchange, gave this information to the legis- 
lative investigating committee today. Mr. 
Longfellow said a combination had been 
formed between eight firms and members of 
firms and that this has been carried out for 
many years. Last January the produce ex- 
change disregarded the Elgin quotations and 
marked a 8&8 cents lower quotation on the 
board. Two days later they. cut it 3 cents 
more. Then-the Elgin quotations were made 
in conformity to those of the exchange. 

Mr. Longfellow admitted that the market 
in butter in Cincinnati has been fictitious for 
fifteen years. , mae

Government Experts Confer with 
Taft as to Canada.

President Believes Neighbor Should 
Grant Trade. Concessions. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.}— 
The danger of a tariff war with Canada is 
imminent. Conferences were resumed at the 
White house this morning, when Senator 
Aldrich was summoned by the president, 
and continued this afternoon with all the 
tariff experts of the government in con- 
sultation with the president. 

It is stated on high authority that a set- 
tlement of the French situation is expected, 
but that the president apparently has no 
alternative but to apply the maximum tariff 
rates to Canada. This is the determination 
after a two days’ conference, in which the 
attitude of Canada and the facts of the 
Canadian situation have been gone over with 
the greatest care. 

There apparently is no loophole through 
which the president can evade applying the 
maximum rates to Canada. The only escape 
lies in the making of concessions by Canada, 
and thus far the Canadian officials have stub- 
bornly refused to grant anything. 


Sees Danger to Conimerce. 

The president believes that it will be to the 
permanent detriment of trade between the 
two countries to have a tariff war come at 
this time, but he can see no way out of the 
difficulty. The law has been stretched as far 
as possible under the authority that allows 
him to decide whether another nation “ un- 
duly discriminates"’ against the United 
States, but with all this stretching it has 
been found that it will not let Canada into 
the favored class of nations. 

It is stated tonight that the president and 
tariff officers of the government have not yet 
given up hope of some concessions from @an- 
ada. Unless such concessions ate made, 
however, imports from that country will pay 
an additional duty equal to 25 per cent of 
their value after April 1 and the Canadian 
surtax of 33 1-3 per cent will be applied in re- 
tallation against the exports of the United 
States. 

The application of maximum rates to Can- 
-ada will bring about a rise in prices on many 
important imports, which were the subject 
of bitter controversy during the making of 
tie tariff bill last year. On lumber, on which 
the west made a hard fight for tariff reduc- 
tion last summer, the maximum rates would 
add from $3 to $5 a thousand feet. Therates 
on furs, wood pulp, paper, foodstuffs, and 
scores of articles now imported from Can- 
ada for general use would be raised by one- 
fourth of the value of the articles imported. 


Situation Worries President. 
The situation is worrying President Taft 
greatly. Not only will a tariff war seriously 


but it will obliterate reductions in rates 
which were offered to the western section 
of the country last summer as evidences of 
the downward revision of the tariff. 
President Taft believes Canada’s attitude 
in the present case not justified by the facts. 
The point at issue between thé two countries 
is Canada’s treaty with France, which gives 
thirteen nations tariff rates about 10 per cent 
less than are given to the United States. 
Canada maintains that the United States has 
given no concessions to the dominion and, 
therefore, is not entitled to these rates. 


Canada Sees Clouds Lowering. 

Ottawa, Ont., March. 14.—[Special.]—The 
tenor of press dispatches from Washington 
today implying that the American tariff dele- 
gates to Ottawa on their return and after con- 
sulting with the state department and Presi- 
dent Taft are inclined to foster the impression 
that there is some discrimination by Canada 
against the United States, and that the Amer- 
ican tariff is now on the whole more favor- 
able to Canada than the Canadian tariff is 
to the United States, has created comment 
in government circles here. 

It is the general opinion that the outlook 
for a peaceful solution of the problem is not 
so bright and that war clouds are lowering. 
It is believed here that if the president had 
intimated after hearing the report of the 
tariff delegates, that he might be able to find 
that no undue ciscrimination on the part of 
Canada against the United States existed, no 
statement wouid have been handed out fhat 
was not calculated to foster that impression. 

There is absolutely no sign of weakening 
on the part of the government hére in respect 
to grenting concesgons.

SAYS TAFT AIDS SHIP FIGHT 


Congressman Makes Plea for 
American Merchant Marine. 


TRUST GRASPING, HE SAYS. 


Representative. Humphrey Assails 
Methods of Boosting Rates. 


New York, March 14.—“ President Taft told 
me, just before I came here,” said Repre- 
sentative Humphrey of Seattle tonight, “to 
tell you that he is heart and soul with the 
National Manufacturers’ association in irs 
fight to establish an American merchant me- 
rine.’ 

Mr. Humphrey was speaking as the guest 
of honor at a dinner of the association. 

‘Our mails,” he sald, *‘ our diplomatic cor- 
respondence, our ammunition, and our guns 
are sent to the Philippines in Japanese ves- 
sels. We aré spending $50,000,000 a year to 
improve our rivers and harbors, largely for 
the benefit of foreign subsidized ships. We 
are spending hundreds of millions to build 
the Panama canal and, when it is finished, it 
will be almost wholly for the benefit of 
foreign nations. 


Prey Upon American Commerce. 

“Both upon the Atlantic and the Pacific 
are combinations of foreign capital preying 
Upon the Pacific 
ocean jis a trust called the Ship Owners’ In- 
ternational union, representing more than 
1.300.000 tons—practically all the foreign sail 
tornage om the Pacific ocean. Immediately 
after its formation, freight rates on the 
Pacific were advanced more than 400 per 
cent. 

“There is not *#a more exacting and cold 
blooded trust on land or sea. It raises and 
lowers freights at will. It promises rebates 
to those who patrenize it. 


Says Ballin Aids Trust. 

“On the Atlantic ocean the management 
of this trust is dictated by the great English 
firm of Lamport & Holt. In sympathy with 
them works Herr Ballin of Hamburg, Ger- 
many. : 

‘It might be well to remember that this 
game Ballin came to this country a, few 
years ago when legisiation was pending to 
assist our merchant marine and gave out 
an elaborate statement advising the people 
against such action. When that legislation 
was defeated freight rates between the ports 
of the United States and Europe were raised 
50 per cent.’’ 

Henry Clews, the banker, was hissed when 
he propesed that America go into the cheap- 
est market for her ships and her sailors. 

A resolution was adopted that the assgcia- 
tion recommend to congress the passage ofa 
bill similar to the ocean mail bill intro- 
duced in the last congress.

The Anti-Saloon league has decided to con- 
| duct the remainder of the “ dry "’ campaign 
, Strictly as a local option issue, regardless of 
_ any othér concerns of the Prohibition party,

C. T. U., and other organizations which have 
been active in the fight. This decision is the 
outcome of a stormy session of the anti- 
saloon ‘cabinet’ Saturday afternoon. 

One result of the meeting is the transfer of 
W. F, Mulvihill, hitherto official mouthpiece 
of*the league, to a subordinate position and 
the substitution of C. W. Welch as publicity 
agent of the organization. Many members 
have charged that the league wae being used 
as 4n agent for the dissemination of informa- 
tion for the Law and Order league and a 
prime political factor for the Prohibition 
party, 

Mulvihill is not a member of the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, but an officer of the Law and 
Order league, a committeeman of the Prohi- 
bition party, and president of the Englewood 
Law and Order league. 


Discord Breaks Out Again. 

The dissatisfaction nearly came to a climax 
several weeks ago when Adam Dixon War- 
ner of Los Angeles in @ church address 
begged for the support of 5,000 women, to 
wipe out Chicago’s “red light’ district. 
Peace was restored, but discord reappeared 
when Mayor Busse took an open stand for 
the ** wets’ two weeks ago. 

A statement was prepared by Mr. Mulvihilt, 
who said he would resign unless it was in- 
corsed. The statement was discarded. 

At the Saturday meeting speakers said pas- 
tors of Chicago weaken the prohibition cause 
by repeated attacks on the city officials. 
The Rev. C. E. Cornell, Bishop Matthews of 
the United Brethren church, and others took 
this stand.

Chicago Fight Affects Nation. 

The importance of the Chicago fight to 
the entire country was emphasized by Super- 
intendent Shielde in an address at the Baptist 
ministers’ weekly conference. 

“If Chicago goes dry, the backbone of the 
liquor traffic in America is broken,’’ he said. 
‘We now have the moral support of two- 
thirds of the voters in Chicago.”’ 

The Rey. W. O. Shepard, district superin- 
tendent of the Chicago Northern district, | 
spoke on “‘ Chicago's Enormity’’ at a noon- | 
day gathering of Methodist preachers. 

‘* Chicago's evil is not greater than the evil 
of other great cities,’’ said Dr. Shepard, * but 
its sin, nevertheless, is beyond our imagina- 
tion to picture. If Chicago's saloons were 
placed side by side they would make a street 
twenty-five miles long.

Westinghouse and General Com- 
pany Soon May Be United. 


$150,000,000 IN THE DEAL. 


Long Fight of One Big Stockholder 
Defeatéd by Ruse. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 14.—[{Special.j—It is 
asserted here than plans are ander way for 
the amalgamation of the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric and Manufacturing company and the 
General Electric company. It is said Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. of New York are backing the 
project. A corporation capitalized at more 
than $150,000,000 will result if the plans do 
not miscarry. 

A stockholder of the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric company aserted that plans for the 
combination are in progress, and that, after 
many years and frequent attempts to incor- 
porate these two great rivals into one com- 
pany, it looks as if every. vestige of resist- 
ance has been swept aside. 

It is pointed out that, when the board of 
directors recently gave Mr. Westinghouse a 
vacation of six months to visit Europe, 
George Westinghouse did not go abroad, but 
got busy in the east, especially jin Boston 
and New York, and incidentally’ he, pushed 
forward his plan to have the United States 
government adopt the Mellville;MacAlpine 
reduction gear for war vessels. 


Evade Wishes of Westinghouse. 

When Robert Mather was selected by the 
New York financiers to represent them on 
the Westinghouse board of directors as 
chairman, it is said he was placed there with 
the explicit understanding that he should do 
everything possible to bring about an amal- 
gamation with the General Electric com- 
pany. : 

George Westinghouse, resident of the 
company, has for many years opposed such 
a combination, and it is said that when he 
learned of Mather’s plane he vehemently 
opposed them. It was then the chairman of 
the board of directors asserted the authority 
placed in him by the New York financiers 
and gave Mr. Westinghouse a six months’ 
vacation. 

Instead of forming a large electric combine 
in the United States, Westinghouse was in- 
tent on getting contro! of the European com- 
panies which he had lost during the panic 
of 1907-’08. 


Controllers Often at Outs. 

This is not the first time Mr. Westinghouse 
incurred the displeasure of his financial ad- 
visers and backers. On several former occa- 
sions he was advised to accept the olive 
branch offered to him by backers of the Gen- 
eral Electric company, but that in each in- 
stance he hae refused to place his company 
in a position occupied by the large combines 
of the country. 

Fresh impetus has been given to the story 
of the proposed consolidation by the meeting 
of Mr. Mather of the Westinghouse company 
with President Coffin of the General Elec- 
tric, and of Mr. Insull of the same company 
at a recent banquet in New York. 

During the dull period of 1908 the General 
Electric company contracted with the West- 
inghouse company to use the latetr’s foun- 
dry plant at Trafford City, Pa., to turn out 
castings, as the shops of the Genera} Electric 
company were not equipped as were the 
Westinghouse foundry. When business be- 
came active the Westinghouse company 
wished to abrogate the contract, but the 
General Electric company refused.

Panama Scandal Cited and Gov- 
ernment Seored in Vio- 
lent Session. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, March 14.—The debate in the- 
chamber of deputies over the $2,000,000 em- 
bezzlement of M. Dueg; one of the men in- 
trusted with the liquidation of church prop- 
erties, was resumed today. 

Knowledge that the attack on the govern- 
ment was to be renewed drew a full attend- 
ance of the deputies, while all available 
public space was crowded. 

The chief feature of the session was the 
explanatory speech made by M. Barthou, 
minister of justice, which brought him into 
conflict with the opposition deputies, and 
led to noisy outbursts. It is seldom that a 
French minister undergoes such a heckling 
as that to which Barthou was subjected. For 
two hours he met a croesfire of protests and 
questions. And his speech did nothing to 
mitigate the ugliness of the scandal. 

He admitted that scandals existed in the 
handling of the funds of the congregations, 
and that these must be cleared up. He 
sketched the proposals the government in- 
tends to embody into law. He caused a 
sensation by saying that Duez was appoint- 
ed on the recommendation of his predecessor. 
He said that Liquidators Menage and Lecou-- 
turier were named by the public prosecutor. 


Dethand Lecouturier’s Arrest. 

Barthou’s admission of ignorance of the 
details in connection with the appointments 
drew ironical laughter and angry exclama- 
tions. During the debate shouts demanding 
the arrest of Lecouturier were frequent. 

“ Nothing will he concealed.’’ said Rarthou 
“ We intend to investigate this affair-and to 
ascertain whether there is any gdnegrene in 
our judicial organization. If anybody is 
responsible he will be punished, but it is not 
@ party question.’’ 

The speaker was interrupted by M. Dela- 
have, who shouted: 

“ That was the cry at the time of the Pan- 
aina scanda!l.’’ 

Barthou replied that parliament was equal- 
ly responsible with the government, and an- 
nounced that it was the purpose of the gov- 
ernment to appeal from the judgment in the 
liquidation cases wherever possible, saying 
that a circular containing instructions to this 
effect had been dispatched to the public 
prosecutor. M. Labori, Radical Republican, 
interrupted with the comment: 

“ These measures come too late. 
ernment is responsible."’ 


Says Government Was Powerless. 

Amid violent interruptions, Barthon re- 
viewed the Chartreuse affair, arguing tha: 
the government was powerless, as the court 
at Grenoble had examined and rejected the 
hypotheses of collusion among Lecouturier. 
Cuzenler, and Duez, and had condemned M. 
Marnier, head of a rival concern, to pay 
Lecouturier $400,000 damages. He sald the 
case against Lecouturier had not entered a 
criminal phase. 

In conclusion, he announced that the gov- 
ernment proposed to reorganize the corpora- 
tion, and that the official receivers who now 
enjoyed a monopoly, would introduce rigor- 
ous inspection and make the corporation col- 
lectively responsible for individual defalca- 
tions. 

Paul Beauregard, Progressive Republican, 
declared that the republic did not belong to 
the majority, whose initial mistake was the 
adoption of the policy of confiscation. He 
insisted that Barthou was not frank. What 
the country wished to know, he said, was 
how it happened that the Chartreuse prop- 
erty, where liquor were manufactured by 
the Chartreuse fathers and which wag worth 
millions, had been sold for $100,000. 


Where Is the Money? He Asks. 

* You told the country,’’ said Beauregard, 
addressing the minister of justice, ‘‘ that the 
property of the congregations furnished bil- 
lions of francs. Where is it? ’”’ 

M. Labori said Barthou was dodging the 
issue, and warned the majority, to which the 
minister belongs, that it could not afford to 
be placed in an equivocal positiom before the 
country. He added: 

‘* Promis by the government will not 
suffice. The country can not understand a 
renewal of such scandals.” 

M. Millerand, minister of public works, 
posts, and telegraphs, took the tribune to de- 
fend himself against certain insinuations. 
He characterized as fables the rumors that 
he had received $180,000 in fees from Duez 
and that he had accepted $2,000 hush money. 
He explained that he had pleaded a case for 
Duez in 1907, but only because the suit in- 
yolved complicated questions relating to the 
law itself. For this service he received a fee 
of $2,000. The minister declared that his po- 
litical life was an open book which con- 
tained nothing of which he was not proud. 


Cipher List May Play Big Part. 

A cipher list of persons Duez declares re- 
ceived hush money from him promises to 
play in this scandal a part similar to that 
of the check book of M. Thierret which com- 
promised so many French politicians in the 
Panama canal affair. 

The Journal claims it has proof that all 
of Duez’s operations were tainted with fraud 
and collusion. The paper says establish- 
ments worth $400,000 were sold for $30,000. 
while some were leased for a period of thirty 
years under private understandings by which 
Duez was toreceive large annual “ rakeoffs."’

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its records and testimony on Quinn to the 
civil service board, and calling on Ald. Mer- 
riam to prosecute the suspended official, 

The report of the Merriam commission, 
upon which Commissioner Hanberg states 
he bases Quinn’s suspension, was the most 
scathing indictment put out by the investi- 
gators. It described observations of the 
gangs of men responsible to Quinn, ‘which 
had been made in two series—the first one in 
secret, the other openly, to furnish a basis of 
comparison. 

On the secret investigation the amount of 
time wasted by the laborera engaged largely 
in cleaning catch basins, was found to range 
from 18.9 per cent to 86 per cent, the average 
being 46 per cent. When the observation was 
conducted openly there was a doubling of the 
men’s actual working time, while the waste 
time was reduced to 14 per cent from 46 per 
cent. 

“ The commission's expert (B. F. Welton) 
considered,”’ the report recited, “that a. 
conservative estimate of the existing pay roll 
waste would not be less than 65 per cent of 
the labor pay roll expenditures. The com- 
mission is.of the opinion that even the most 
conservative estimate would show a ioss of 
one-half in the work under consideration.’’ 

A 65 per cent loss on the $350,000 pay roll 
figured out $227,000, while the estimate of 
one-half placed the loss at $175,000 


Glad of Chance to Fight.

During this inepection great destruction of 
paving wae noticed where pipes had been 
laid and the surface negligently replaced 

As prepared by Mr. Fowler, the order, 
which will be sent out today to all ward Sy- 
perinténdents, will require full data on every 
strip of pavement that is in bad condition 
because of cutting to permit pipe laying. 
Every>such cutting by a private company 
was done under a special permit requiring 
the recipient corporation to replace the pav- 
ing in as good condition as it had been. 

There has been such a general failure to ob- 
serve this requirement that thousands of 
holes and trenches have beeen filled only 
partially, leaving them unsightly and dan- 
gerous. When they have been listed de- 
mands will be made upon the responsible 
companies for repairs. Mr. Fowler says 
these must be thorough and without expense 
to the city except for inspection. 


To Prevent Further Destruction. 

Future destruction of paving, it is be- 
lieved, can be halted in a large measure 
through enforcement of an ordinance passed 
by the council three weeks ago. This meas- 
ure, of which Ald. Dever was the author, is 
construed as prohibiting any longitudinal! 
trenches in paved streets, owing to its re- 
quirement that pipes, if not laid before the 
paving was put down, must be put in alleys 
or between the curb and lot line. 

The indiscriminate chopping of holes also 
is prohibited. The cases of exception are for 
the repair of leaks or connection with latera! 
pipes or for ‘‘ emergencies.”’ 

‘‘ There will be no discrimination,” said Mr. 
Fowler. ‘“ Big and little offenders will be 
treated alike.”’

SHOWN BY MRS. VAN DE VAART 
Disgrace to Allow Foreign Born Young- 


sters Who Cannot Read or Write 
English to Work in Factories. 


* “Tt is a disgrace to this country to allow 


| the hiring of little foreign born children who 


cannot read and write the English language,”’ 
said Mrs. Harriet M. Van Der Vaart, secre- 
tary of the Illinois child labor commission, 
in an address yesterday before members of 
the socia] economics department of the Nine- 
teenth Century club of Oak Park. 

“That feature of the state law ought to 
be changed, because it permits of many acci- 
dents to these children in the factories, whére 
all signs are in the English language only, 
and, as they cannot read them, they are at 
a loss to know how to avoid the dangers.

Loaves Shipped from Other 
Cities Will’ Have to Be 
Stamped, “Too. 


* Prosecution will follow in all cases where 
bread is wilifully sold under the wrong jabel.”’ 

This is City Sealer Kjellander's answer to 
the master bakers in the controversy over the 
matter of labeling loaves of. bread in accord- 
ance with the “full weight *’-ordinance. 

In January the State supreme court upheld 
the ordinance, but some of the bakers have 
sought to, evade the purpose of the act by 
labeling all bread “three-quarter pound,” 
whether it weighed twelve ounces or two 
pounds. 

Suits have been started against two of the 
master bakers—Mathias Schmidinger, presi- 
dent of the Master Bakers’ association, and 
F. X. Wiedemann, the former having re- 
cently advised members of the association 
to adopt the plan of labeling their loaves 
“ three-quarter pound,” regardless of actual 
weight. 


City Sealer Explains Law. 

“ Sixteen ounces is the standard weight 
for a loaf of bread,” said Mr. Kjellander, 
‘but we cannot prosecute in cases where 
the loaf weighs less than a pound, providing 
it is labeled ‘ three-quarter pound.’ ”’ 

“The ordinance provides that a loaf can- 
not be labeled a fraction of a pound after 
the one pound figure is reached. For in- 
stance, a loaf weighing eighteen or twenty 
ounces would be labeled ‘one pound,’ and 
a loaf weighing two pounds and a half would 
be labeled “two pounds.’ : 

‘ Most of the master bakers have expressed 
a willingness to comply with the ordinance, 
notwithstanding President Schmidinger's 


) letter. 


Outside Bread Must Bear Label. 

“ Inspectors of our department have found 
that the small bakers give the best weight. 
Reports show their loaves will not only 
weigh sixteen ounces, but frequently run as 
high as seventeen and eighteen. Loaves uf 
the larger bakers are nearer twelve ounces. 

“In refutation of the claim that a profit 
cannot be made on*a sixteen ounce loaf at 
5 cents, I tave been told by the head baxer 
of a large store that.the actual cost is only 
1% cent a loaf. 

*‘ Bread from outside of Chicago will have 
to bear the weight label, the same as that 
made here. If it does not the retailer will 
be required to pay a fine.”’

The committee was so busy hearing evi- 
dence against offenders that it did not get 
around to Mrs. Sherwood’s suggestion for 
revising the city amoke ordinances. These 
are to prohibit smoking altogether and to 
create a commission of 300 to see that the 
rule is enforced.

“Third Degree” Scene Changed. 

Sergeant O’Donnell'’s report to Assistant 
Chief Schuettler concluded as follows: 

“They cut out all of the above mentioned 
Parts in the afternoon with the exception of 
one scene in the third act which. was called 
the ‘third degree.’ This showed Ipspector 
Farley's office where they were questioning 
the Chinaman. He was denying knowing 
about the crime when the lights were turned 
down low: and when turned on again the sup- 
posed body of Elsie Sigel lay on the inspec- 
tor’s desk facing the Chinaman. The lights 
were lowered and raised several! times in this 
scene which made it disgusting from the 
appearance of the body. This was cut out in 
the evening’s performance and a photograph 
took the place of the supposed body, which 
made a big change if the scene.’’ 


Schuettler Opposes Evil Shows. 

“IT am pretty sure the Management wil! 
keep out those objectionable features.” said 
Assistant Chief Schuetther. “ It would be a 
good thing If every show company shoul be 
forced to send to us two weeks in advance 
@ copy of the manuscript of the play and 
pictures of all the scenes so we could see 
ahead of time instead of waiting until after 
an evil show has been presented to the 
public. 

“I would favor some sort of a bureau. say 
where the newspapers might have a repre- 
sentative, to go over the manuscript of all 
the plays and determine in advance whether 
a show should be given here. I haven't any 
earthly use for an evil show, and I won't 
stand for them.’’ 


INDICTED SECRETARY TELLS 
QF STOLEN POLICE FUNDS. 


John M. Healy of St. Louis Makes Con- 
fession Concerning Big Steal—Nearly 
$100,000 Is Missing. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 14.—[Special.]—John 
M. Healy, indicted secretary of the Police 
Relief association, went today with his at- 
torney to the office of Jeptha D. Howe, 
brother-in-law of Seevert G. Jones, prosecut- 
ing attorney, and told what became of the 
missing funds of the Police Relief associa- 
tion. Nearly $100,000, instead of $13,213, has 
been stolen, and it was with the purpose of 
telling of the extra shortage in an effort to 
gain immunity that Healy appeared. 

Andrew Maroney, special counsel fn the 
case, has not the power to promise immunity 
to Healy, and for that reason the confer- 
ence was held in Howe’s office, with the beiief 
that Howe would intercede with Jones to give 
Healy immunity and thus trap others who 
are believed to be guilty. Healy determined 
to confess when he found he had been de- 
serted by his supposed friends after his in- 
dictment. None of his associates helped him 
to get bond. 

Healy’s confession promises to be the most 
stratiing revelation of the kind. since the 
boodle trials of members of the house of dele- 
gates.

James Mullenbach Says Cher- 
ry Taught “ Workers ” 
Many Lessons. 


URGES NATIONAL SOCIETY 


T. H. MeClain Declares It Is 
Time for Associations of 
Country to Unite. 


The administration of relief at Cherry, Il., 
during the last four months has convinced 
James Mullenbach, assistant superintendent 
of the United Charities, that socialism can- 
not succeed. He also has learned that a lit- 
tle “red tape’’ is a good thing. 

These are some of the lessons he learned 
during the winter, according to his address 
to a group of workers of the United Charities 
at a “family” dinner last night. Mr. Mul- 
lenbach and his assistants returned from 
Cherry yesterday. 

He described some of his experiences and 
praised the work of the women. Ernest P. 
Bicknell, director of the National Red Cross 
society, and F. H. McClain, head of the 
charity organization department of the Rus- 
sell Sage foundation, aleo spoke. 

“ One of the things I learned at Cherry is 
that we shall never be able to get up an arti- 
ficial scheme for the government of society,” 
said Mr. Mullenbach. “‘ The futility of any 
bureaucratic form of government was plainly 
evident in the results of our work. 


Says “Red Tape” Is Good Thing. 

“I want to say something about the ‘ red 
tape ' that hag been criticised. There is noth- 
ing quite so good in a community to stimu- 
late truth telling as a box of cards with rec- 
ords written upon them. Furthermore, when 
criticlam comes, you have the goods in the 
little black box of cards. You can ait still 
and keep on at work, provided you keep the 
records. The ‘red tape’ is the thing that 
saves your life when they get after yeu. 

“I learned another thing. As long as I 
live I will feel deeper the need of industrial 
insurance for workers. This was impressed 
upon me as I saw the careless way in which 
human life is regarded. | 

“Charity is a profession and training is 
necessary for its workers. I realized this 
when I saw some of the people who came 
down to Cherry and handed out clothing and 
supplies with both hands and thought they 
were affording relief to the Cherry suffer- 


ers. 
Urges National Charity Society. 

A national organization of charity societies 
was advocated by Mr. McClain, who {fs in 
Chicago giving a series of lectures tq charity 
workers. 

“The nationalization of the organized 
charities has waited long enough,” he said. 
‘It might have been a failure ten years ago. 
It is time for us to grow closer together. 
working out a medium of efficiency and 
standardizatien.” 

Mr. Bicknell explained that a step toward 
nationalization has been taken in the nine 
institutional memberships of the leading city 
charity associations in the National Red 
Cross society. This was brought about two 
years ago, he said, and furnished the society 
the necessary aids in great crises in the dis- 
tribution of relief funds.

ELA, Bulgaria, Dec. 21.—There are 47,000 
men in Bela township. With a crowd 
of tweaty-five or thirty men about me, 
tncluding the mayor and four notaries 
; and several who had been in America, I 
put this question: | 

. “If I could guarantee three years’ work in 
Ht America, at $1.50 a day, how many of the men 
i of Bela township’ between 18 and 40 years of 
age, would emigrate?” 

“Ninety per cent,” was the answer I got 
after the crowd had talked it over. 

There are at least 2,000 men from this dis- 
trict now in America; from this 'town alone at 
least 200. There are now in Bela more than 
100 who have been in America, About 3,000, or 
one-third of the younrc men of this township, 
have hed American experience. This does not 
include the number in Canada or the Argen- 
tine. 


Why does Bela have such a large emigra- 
‘tion? The crowd about me had no trouble in 
agreeing upon an answer. The people of Bela 
township are not gardeners, as they are in 
some of the villages around Tirnovo. But they 
are as eager for money as those of Tirnovo 
or of the other districts which furnish emi- 
grants. The land about here, along the river 
= valley, is good land, but heavily mortgaged. 
= When Bulgaria got her independence this land 
Was owned by the Turks. Through the Agri- 
cultural bank the peasants were able to pur- 
*ghare it in farzas of varying smaliness, giving 
Jong time mortgages for the money. 


Bad Harvests and High Taxes.

per cent can neither read nor write. Ten per 
cent have been arrested for crime, but) of this 
hundred at least eighty of the offenses were as- 
sault, half of which were committed when 
drunk; twenty, or 2 per cent, have suffered ar- 
rest for theft, such as a chicken. Two per cent 
are teetotalers; 5 per cent have been knpwn to 
get drunk; the remainder drink wine or beer 
when occasion arises. Only 10 per cent are 
smokers, It is not the custom in Bulgaria for 
men to smoke until they have reached: matur- 
ity. No man has passed through what we may 
call trial marriage. There are some curious 
marriage customs in Bulgaria, some of which 
would probably not meet with your approval, 
but trial marriage ts not one of them. 

Seventy-five per cent are married men, the 
average marriage age in the district varying 
from 18 to 23. The ancient custom of the fa- 
ther regarding the sgon’s wife as his own, while 
the son serves in the army, they say has been 
discontfnued. The discrepancy which formerly 
existed in general between the age of the bride 
and groom has :lso disappeared. 

Men of Bela go to America to get money. 
“Did any of the”2,000 go for any other pur- 
pose, to avoid arrest, for example, or to run 
away from a wife?” “Not one.” But three 
are virtually runaways from military service. 
This apparently was not because they were 
cowards, but because the peasant does not like 
the army. As they explained, it takes two 
years of their time when it is most needed by 
their parents and the family; they not only lose 
this time but the pay in the army is nat suffi- 
cient and the boy is obliged to call on his 
father for money. 


Return Sooner Than Expected. 


When the typical man of this 2,000 said 
“good-by" to his family, he expected to be 
abroad from three to five years. As a matter 
of fact, nearly all with whom I have talked 
remained about two years. This was because 
of their ‘inability to get work. Twenty per 
cent of those who have returned-made a com- 
plete failure; others returned with an aver- 
age net profit of $250 above their traveling ex- 
penses and cost of living. 

Ninety per cent of the 2,000 in America were 
agriculturists. On their little farms they 
raise wheat, corn, barley, rye, millet, beans, 
cabbage, onions, paprika, or peppers, and po- 
tatoes. It would’ seem that if some of them 
engaged in similar occupations abroad and 
fewer of them tried to get rich on the section 
gang, there would have been less than 20 per 
cent failures. 

Land abeut here is not good potato land. Po- 
tatoes are a luxury and cost 4 cents a pound. 
Millet is used for cow feed and especially for 
the famous Turkish drink, boza. In every vil- 
lage in the Balkans you will find a turbaned 
street vender going about with a mug and an 
earthenware or wooden vessel, containing a 
semi-sirupy, brownish colored, disagreeably sour 
liquid which is the favorite nonintoxicant drink 
of all this region. You can even buy it in New 
York. This is boza. 

For the quality of the soil and the ease with 
which it would seem vegetables could be grown 
the peasant’s bill of fare is an uninviting one. 
Hig diet pretty regularly is bread and a soup- 
ish stew of cabbage and onions, with perhaps 

and sometimes a scrawny meat bone. 
The bill of fare of any Bulgariafi hotel is equal- 
ly’ meager. But whereas the peasant’s diet is 
almost exclusively vegetarian, that furnished 
by the hotels is equally exclusively meat It 
is next to impossible to get a decent apple or 
a bunch of grapes in these hotels. And yet 
the country is full of apples and grapes! It 
must be assumed that the hotel menu is adapt- 
ed to the ordinary demands of its guests. 
These are two-thirds Jews, commercial agents 
from the north, and one-third army officers or 
public functionaries, 


Experiences of Emigrants. 


To recount the personal narratives of all 
those, with whom I have talked would take a 
long time. The fact that nine out of ten of 
them find their way to Toledo is suggestive and 
in keeping with the whole psychology of emi- 
gration. the most Interesting man of 
the lot is a big, strong fellow, with a clean 


cut face, light brown eyes, and a red mustache. 


World. 


He Was dressed in native costume from top to 
toe. In thirty-two months abroad he had ac- 
quired a remarkably. wide English vocabulary 
and had apparently kept his eyes open all the 
time. He worked for sixteen months on the 
Pennsylvania railroad in Toledo. 

“Then I work for sixteen mont for Jonk 
Rockfelt. He got lots work. I work on his 
pipe line.” He mentioned a number of towns 
in Ohio and Pennsylvania, in each of which 
he had remained a few weeks. His favorite is 
Mansfield. “O, it’s a bully nice little. town, all 
right.” He returned to Bela because his job 
ran out, But next month he tis again leaving 
for New York. I asked him why gh con Amer- 
ica. “America got lots of money. “Work there 
ten hours. Get maybe $2, $2.50. Work here 
sixteen hours; get 40 ‘cents.” ‘“ What other dif- 
ference between Bulgaria: and America?” “O, 
that’s enough difference.” But he added~that 
every city in America, every town, is free from 
the mud of Bela. “They are all fixed up nice 
and have lots of electric cars and plenty of 
light.” “Any other difference?” “Yes, every 
town in Ohio got lots of schoolboys, lots of 
schoolgirls. Big boys an@pbig girls go to 
school; here only little boys and girls.” He 
doesn’t like American bread, but admires the 
American’s ability to eat meat. He aays he 
knows of people in Bela who do not eat meat 
more than six times a year. 


“ Knocks” His Fellow Workers. 


I asked him about his fellow workers in 
America. He says the Italians and the Bul- 
garians are the best laborers; the Polanders 
and the Magyars are the worst. “They make 
lots of trouble; drink lots and always want to 
get on a strike.” He believes the Magyar to 
possess these qualities in excess of the Pole. 

Another interesting man was one of the 
clerks. He lacked the powerful physique of the 
man of whom I have just spoken. but Is an 1im- 
telligent young man of 20 who has returned to 
spend his.two years in the army, at the con- 
clusion of which he proposes to start out for 
St. Louis. He divided his two years between 
Toledo and St. Louis and expressed a decided 
preference for the latter city. He says it is 
not only larger but better ordered and much 
prettier. He likes the orderliness and good ar- 
rangement, as he calls it, of American life. 
What he really means is the fact that when the 
whistle blows, they go to work, and when it 
blows again they stop and on the hour and 
minute of pay day they get their envelope. 
This seems to have impressed nearly al) of 
these men, for they often speak of it. ; 

Another of the clerks had had some experi- 
ence in Spokane and Portland, He was in 
Portland when work in America shut down and, 
much against his desire, was obliged to return 
home. Even the judges’ clerk spent a couple 
of years on a section gang in Toledo and re- 
grets the circumstance which threw him t 
of work and compelled him to return home. 7 


Men are Good Workers. 


Life in this village is slow and without doubt 
primitive. Tha women are not educated ‘and 
the men have had few enough years in school. 
Apart from their costume there is little evi- 
dence of a love for the beautiful. But as I 
watch these men at work, on the street, in the 
shop, or in their house, or as they take their 
beer in the barren, inhospitable little inns, IT am 
impressed by the soundness and healthiness of 
their bodies by their cleanness and ruggedness 
of limb, and by the intelligence of their light 
brown eyes. 

They look like tractable men; men of hon- 
esty of purpose. They look like men who would 
do an honest day’s work. They lack. what we 
call sharpness and shrewdness. They ‘show not 
a trace of cunning. Apparently they are tem- 
perate in word and action. If I were an em- 
ployer of labor and required a, thousand men, 
and the law did not prevent me, I think I 
should come to Bela and take my pick.

Mrs. Jenkins Returns to New 
York After Hunt*in Chicago. 


OPEN VAULTS, POLICE SAY. 


She Was Unable to Identity Diamonds 
Taken from. Rosenthal, : 


After an all day investigation, in which 
she was d@ssisted by the police, private de- 
tectives, and attorneys, Mrs. Jchn W. Jen- 
kins failed yesterday to find trace of the jew- 
elry stolen from her in New York last De- 
cember. During her stay, it is understood, 
the safety deposit boxes were opened and 
nothing of value was found. 

Accompanied by R. C. Morris, an attorney, 


Mrs. Jenkins came to Chicago to look at the 


diamonds taken from:Charles Rosenthal, ar- 
rested in the Saratoga hotel, and to learn 
whether gems supposed by the police to have 
been hers were stored by Rosenthal] in vaults 
of Chicago banks. 

She was unable to identify the diamonds 
held by the police; and while her attorneys 
and the detectives employed in the case would 
not admit that she had looked at the contents 
of the safety deposit boxes, the police believe 
she d Mrs. Jenkins returned to New York 
last night. ea 


Fails to Identify Gems. 

Before leaving, Attorney Morris said the 
case had been turned over to the law firm of 
McEwen, Weissenback, Shrimsaki & Meloan, 
and that they wauld.look after Mrs.. Jenkins’ 
interests until it is learned definitely whether 
gaan had anything to do with the rob- 

ery. 

Mrs. Jenkins went to the office of Capt. 


‘Wood of the detective bureau in the after- 


noon to look over the twenty-six diamonds 
taken from Rosenthal. She was unable to 
say that any of them were hers. 

Capt. Wood asked her and Attorney Mor- 
ris if they had opened the safety deposit boxes 
in the Royal Safety Deposit company’s or the 
Northern Trust company’s vaul keys to 
which were found in Rosenthal's possession. 
He was told that the vaults had not been 
opened. 

Capt. Wood said later that he believed the 
boxes had been opened, and that the law- 
yers and detectives did not want to admit 
their failure to find the missing jewelry. 


Police Think Vaults Were Opened. ~ 

“From the way they talked I think they 
failed to find the jewelry,”’ said Capt. Wood. 
“I asked them particularly if they examined 
the boxes, and they replied that they had not, 
and that they didn’t intend to. 

** It seems strange that Mrs. Jenkins should 
cgme all the way from New York to look into 
these boxes, and then suddenly change her 
mind." 

Attorney Weissenbach said Mrs. Jenkins 
desired to be represented here in case any- 
thing should develop at Rosenthal's hearing 
on March 21. He insisted that he did not 
know whether or not Mrs. Jenkins had ex- 
amined the contents, of the safety deposit 
boxes. 


VICTIM OF SEVEN EXPLOSIONS 


WILL LIVE TO TELL OF LAST. 


Press Mill of Powder Plant Near Keno- 
sha Blows Up and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Steinbach Suffers Injury. 


Kenosha, Wis., March 14.[Special.]—The 
press mill of the Lafiin Rand Powder com-~ 
pany blew up this afternoon and as a result 
Joseph Steinbach, assistant superintendent, 
and Frank Smith, chief engineer, were badly 
burned. Smith may not recover, but Stein- 
bach, who hag been in seven powder explo- 
sions, still seems to lead a charmed Nfe, and 
it is- declared that his injuries will not prove 
fatal. 

The two men had gone into the mill to 
make an inspection and a second after they 
entered the explosion occurred.

Houses in Pleasant Prairie, a’quarter of a 
mile from the plant, rocked as if the village 
had been visited by an earthquake, and win- 
dows were broken in the viNage of Russell, 
four miles distant. The shock was felt seven 
miles from the plant. 


THEOLOG IN THE BREAD LINE. 


Evanston Divinity Student Investi- 
gates Conditions of Men Forced to 
Accept Food as Charity. 


How a young theological student voluntari- 
ly stood in the bread line and afterwards 
followed up other men who wefe there from 
necessity, was told yesterday by the Rev. 
Solon C. Bronson, professor {in the Garrett 
Biblical institute, Evanston, at a luncheon 
given by the alumni association of that in- 
stitution at one of the downtown restau- 
rants. 

“ This student is one of the ferty-two young 
men in the graduating claes of Garrett Bibli- 
cal institute,” said Dr. Bronson. “ He fol- 
lowed the poor fellows into saloons and 
found to his amazement they went into the 
saloon merely to get warm. 

“He also crawled into box cars and other 
places where the men sought shelter. After- 
wards he said to me, ‘I believe now that I 
can preach and tel] something about what 
men need.’

INSPIRES ATTACK 
James J. West, Mine Manager, 


Charges Slater Brothers 
Attempted Blackmail. , , 


DENIES FRAUD IN DEALS. 


Claims He Helped Promoters 
Who Allege Dishonest Cer- 
tificate Sales. 


James J. West, mine manager of the Fed- 
erated Reduction companies, with mining 
properties in Mexico, yesterday replied vig- 
orously to recent attacks which have veen 
made against him in connection with ‘the 
sale of’ mining stock and certificates cf de- 


posit. 

Declaring that R. Y. and C. W. Slater, tw® 
brothers, who are said to have promoted va- 
rious schemes in a half dozen cities, are re- 
sponsible for the suit brought against him by 
Mrs. Mary Norris of Duluth, to whom he 
had sold mining stock, he said there was no 
foundation for the attacks against his com- 
pany or its properties and referred to reports 
by experts and Mexican officials for proof 
of his assertions. 

R. Y. Slater. from his office in the Con- 
gress hotel, took occasion to enter a general 
denial of al of Mr. West's statements and 
added that he and his brother had brought 
suit in New York City for a $50,000 commis- 
sion which they declare West owes them. 


Says He Was “Easy Mark.” 

Mr. West said he had been an “easy” 
mark for the Slaters, but had called a halt 
when they tried to blackmai! him for $50,000. 
He said he met R. Y. Slater a year ago in 
Chicago and claimed Slater promptly bor- 
rowed $25. West also asserted the brothers 
have in their possession a bank certificate of 
$1,000 belonging to him. 

‘. Why, I haye let them have amounts of 
money as small as 25 cents,”"” West said. 
“ I’ve taken checks for them they couldn't 
cash and given them lunch money. 

“The printed stories about myself and 
our company emanate from the Slaters. 
They are full of misrepresentations and false- 
hoods. These two men have tried and failed 
at promotions for years in Washington, New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chicago, and 
other places. They came to mea few months 
ago as strangers seeking assistahce. They 
gave good references which I neglected to 
write to until too late to protect myself en- 
tirely. By the use of false and fraudulent 
representations they procured from me 
clothing, money, and negotiable securities. 
Finally they tried to holaéd,me up, using the 
game they know so well and play so master- 
fully. But-+I refused to be blackmailed. 
They failed, and that is the reason for their 
attack.” 


Claims They Are Good. 


The certificates of deposit on the Safety 
Banking and Trust company of Philadelphia 
which have been disposed of by West, he 
asserts, as far as he knows, are perfectly 
good. He said he got certificates amount- 
ing to $45,000. 

They were issued on the persona! notes of 
Warren Barnett of Birmingham, Ala., and 
secured by two mining stock certificates for 
29.000 and 77,000 shares each in the Southern 
Mining company, which owns mining prop- 
erties in Mexico. 

West says the arrangements with the Phil- 
adelphia bank to issue the certificates on the 
collateral were made by the late Col. L. M. 
Martin, secretary and treasurer of the Fed- 
erated Reduction companies. He says the 
bank has held up the payment of the cer- 
tificates pending a settlement of the Barnett 
notes. 

A dispatch from Birmingham in the even- 
ing said that Barnett was well known as a 
promoter of gold mines and has had asso- 
clated with him some prominent men. At 
the American Trust and Savings bank it 
was said that Barnett had had no recent 
dealings with the bank, but formerly carried 
a good account there, and in 1907 the bank 
gave him a letter of recommendation. 

The statement of Slater that a man named 
Castilla now is in New York representing 
the owner of the mining property claimed 
by the Federated companies was commented 
on by West in this way: 

‘* He doesn’t represent*the owners, for our 
company owns the mines we are developing. 
'I never heard of this man Castilla before.’”’ 


Slater Denies West’s Story. 

“The idea,’’ Slater said when he heard 
he and his brother were said to owe West 
money. ‘*‘ Jim’ lend us anything? Never, 
but we have taken up his checks, and we don't 
owe him @cent. No one ever got any money 
from him. He owes us $50,000 for selling 
$100,000 worth of stock in his mine. 

‘“*‘I know that I have no certificate of de- 
posit of his and I am almost certain that my 
brother has none.” 

Hamilton Browne, the president of the 
West company, could not be found yesterday. 
Besides being the head of the mining com- 
pany, he is heavily interested in railway 


lionaire. He lives in Batavia.

A clash between the state and federal au- 
thorities is expected if the INinols state 
tood commission makes a demand upon In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Henry L. Hertz for 
office records to use as evidence in the state 
oleomargaerine cases. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Zach Hoffheimer 
said yesterday that every effort will be made 
to convict William J. Moxley, incorporated, 
and other manufacturers under the state 
law, without such records, but*will call for 
them, if necessary. Mr. Hertz, however, | 
will refuse to produce them. 

“ Under the regulations of the department 
the records in this office cannot be shown to 
anybody,"’ said Mr. Hertz. ‘“‘ They will not 
be turned over to tie state authorities; unless 
by special orders from the secretary of the 
treasury.’”’ 


Refusal of Records Expected. 

Officials and employés of the revenue serv- 
ice said that it was not likely the secretary 
of the treasury would give any such order, in 
view of a United States Supreme court de- 
cision holding it to be against public policy 
for the government taxing bodies to make 
public the records of federal taxpayers, or 
turn such records over for use in state courts. 

Twenty-four new cases against butter and 
“egg dealers accused of coloring oleomarga- 
rine, as well as selling it for butter, were 
filed by the state food commission in the 
Municipal court.

THE SUPREME COURT AND THE 
) TRUSTS. | 

= There were no manifestations of lively 
popular interest when the to trust 
case was argued recently before the Su- 
preme court of the United States, al- 
though the fate of one of the most power- 
ful and profitable of the trusts was at 
stake. There are no symptoms of acute 
popular interest now that the Standard 
Oil case is being argued. And yet that 
is the oldest and most odious of all the 
trusts, and the decision which the Su- 
preme court will give regarding it will be 
the grand finale of the litigation which 
the national government has been carrying 
on against the Standard Oil company for 
years. 

The people who have at times stormed 
furiously against the tyranny of the trusts 


at this moment, or they may argue philo- 
sophically that instead of getting excited 
over briefs and oral arguments it is better 
to wait for the decision of the court and 
see what happens in consequence of it. 
But while the:rank and file of the com- 
munity may be passive, the gods and 
demigods of finance, the men interestei 
in the industrial and transportation cor- 
porations of the country, apd those who 
traffic in their securities are awaiting im- 
patiently and nervously the verdict of the 
court in the pending suits. 

President Taft said in his message re- 
lating to the interstate commerce and 
anti-trust laws that in some of the opin- 
ions of federal Circuit court judges there ; 
had been intimations having the force, if ' 
sound, of weakening the anti-trust law by 
including within it absurdly, unimportant 
combinations and arrangements, These 
intimations had suggested the wisdom of 
changing the law and limiting its applica- 
tion to serious combinations to restrain ' 
competition. But the president said that 
in the light of recent Supreme court deci- 
sions he was confident that the extreme 
views of some Circuit court judges would 
not be upheld and the law would need 
no amendment. The attorney general 'n 
his ‘argument in both the trust cases now 
before the Supreme court has expressly 
disclaimed any desire ‘on the part of the 
government to interfere with the legiti- 
mate consolidation of business enterprises 
or the bringing together under one man- 
agement of a great volume of capital 
which reduced the cost of production and 
did not attempt to take advantage of its 
bulk to destroy competition. 

These comforting assurances may be 
fully confirmed by the action of the Su- 
preme court. It is difficult to see how it 
ean escape ordering the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, for 
it has crushed out competition and estab- 
lished a monopoly by the persistent use of 
illegal methods. The court can at the 
same time make it plain that the anti- 
trust law does not affect combinations 
which only incidentally restrict competi- 
tion while the chief result is to foster 
trade. Then there woukd be an end to 
all talk of amending the law. 


THE MAN IN U. S. UNIFORM. 

It would be easy but it is not necessary 
to become sentimentally indignant over 
the action of managers of theaters and 
other places of amusement refusing ad- 
mittance to men in United States uniform. 
The discrimination against enlisted men 
is the product of a peculiarly offensive 
snobbishness, and the offending managers 
probably believe that they are acting in 
conformity with the wishes of a majority 
of their civilian patrons—in which be- 
lief we hope they are mistaken. 

So far asthe law can protect uniformed 
men against insult of this nature the fed- 
eral authorities will see that they aré¢ pro- 
tected, and if a new statute such as pro- 
posed in Congressman Hobson’s bill be 
needed it should be passed. If the ob- 
jection were to the character of the men 
themselves or to their behavior, the onus 
F would be on the discipline of the army 
and navy. If it be to the uniform as 
prima facie evidence of undesirability the 
action of the persons responsible for the 
discrimination becomes intolerable. 

The federal authorities are doing all in 
their power to make the men of the mili- 
tary service self-respecting, highly effi- 
cient, and conscious of taking an honora- 
ble part in the daily national life. The 
country cannot afford to permit these ef- 
forts to be embarrassed or in part nulli- 
fied by such acts as those of which com- 
plaint has been made. 


HOME RULE AT MINNEAPOLIs. 

The theory of local self-government 
needs no defense. Every community 
should be allowed to manage its domestic 
affaire. . They should not be managed 
from the state capital. But the home 
rule theory, like every other theory of 
government, does not always work well, 
and sometimes it seems necessary for 
some higher power to intervene and do 
for a community what it has not suffi- 
cient intelligence to do for itself.

Minneapolis, which was investigated by 
Tus Trisung and reported on last Sun- 
day. In a city of a little over 300,000 
people between 1,500 and 3,000 are now

The most important of these is 
that he cannot be crowned king of Bulgaria as long 48 
he continues a Roman Catholic, and until he is crowned 
he will not be regarded by the bulk of his subjects as 
their anointed king, who is entitled to their allegiance 
not merely by political considerations, but also by their 
religion. The only church that has the power and the 
authority to crown Ferdinand is the national church 
of Bulgaria. 

~~ 

Now, the rite of coronation in the Greek or Bulgarian 
church comprises as its most indispensable and impor- 
tant feature the consecration of the monarch through 
his anointment, with the holy oils. These, however, can- 
not be administered to any sovereign who is not a mem- 
ber of the orthodox rite. It is owing to this difficulty 
that the coronation has been so long delayed, and that 
the crown, the scepter, the orb, the sword, and the man- 
tle of state, which Ferdinand purchased a number of 
years ago, in view of his coronation, have been lying 
packed away in their cases at Sofia, unused. 

There is no doubt that Ferdinand is prompted in tak- 
ing this step by the knowledge that it will strengthen 
his own hold and that of his children upon the Bul- 
garian people, among whom the question of creed exer- 
cises a far more weighty influence than in the case of 
western nations. If, indeed, Ferdinand of Bulgaria and 
Charles of Roumania, in spite of all they have done 
for the countries of their adoption, are still regarded as 
foreigners by their subjects, it is almost entirely due 
to the fact that they have each of them remained Cath- 
olics instead of joining the church of their people. 

—~- 


Then, too, Ferdinand knows that by joining the Greek 
ehurch he will cement still more strongly his friendship 
with Russia, and especially with ‘the czar, who has 
within the last three weeks made him a present of sev- 
eral cruisers, now at Sebastopol, which are to form the 
nucleus of the new Bulgarian navy. As Bulgaria is cer- 
gain to espouse the cause of Russia in any European 
war in which the Muscovite empire may become involved, 
the gift of these warships by the czar is not 80 ex- 
travagant as it would appear at first sight, since the 
cruigerg will virtually remain at the service of Russia 
in the event of conflict, although Bulgaria will bear the 
‘cost of their maintenance. 

Of course this abandonment by Ferdinand of the Ro- 
man Catholic church, and his formation of a Bulgarian 
navy with the assistance of the czar mean that he 
has now completely thrown in his lot with Russia, and 
has become part and parcel of the league of Balkan 
states, formed under the auspices of Emperor Nicholas. 
This Balkan league is aimed against Austria, and that 
Ferdinand should have joined it means a complete 
estrangement from that court of Vienna to which he be- 
longed until, at the age of 27, he was elected to the 
throne of Bulgaria. During the first eight years of his 
reign, at Sofia, Austria was to all intents and purposes 
his only friend and support. In fact, without her sup- 
port, his position would have been impossible, owing to 
the bitter enmity of the late czar, who absolutely re- 
fused to acknowledge him as ruler of Bulgaria. 

After Alexander's death Ferdinand managed to placate 
his successor and to conciliate Russia to the extent of 
securing recognition at St. Petersburg by converting his 
eldest boy, then a child of 2, from the Roman Catholic 
to the orthodox church, inducing Emperor Nicholas to 
become the little fellow’s godfather. This gave great 
offense, not only at the vatican, where Ferdinand was 
thenceforth barred from the sacraments, but also at the 
court of Vienna, Emperor Francis Joseph being particu- 
larly indignant that Ferdinand should have violated his 
solemn pledges, made at the time of his first marriage, 
to bring up his children in the Roman Catholic church. 
With the utmost difficulty, and not until several years 
afterwards, did Ferdinand’s mother, old Princess Clemen- 
tine of Coburg, just before her death, bring about a 
reconciliation of Emperor Francis Joseph with her gon, 
who was once more received at the Hofburg, when pass- 
ing through Vienna. 

In addition to embroiling himself with the vatican and 
the court of Vienna, in connection with the conversion 
of his eldest boy, Ferdinand also became involved in all 
sorts of legal troubles with his father-in-law, the late 
duke of Parma, about the matter, who insisted that it 
constituted a gross violation of the marriage contract, 
while Ferdinand’s wife, that is to say, the child’s 
mother, left him, and only was persuaded with difficul- 
ty to return to him after some months, and died of a 
broken heart, firmly convinced that through her child’s 
conversion she would be parted from him in the great 
hereafter. 

What effect Ferdinand’s own apostasy and the conver- 
sion of his children to the orthodox rite are likely to have 
at the vatican and among all his Roman Catholic rela- 
tives at the courts of Vienna and Munich and among his 
Bourbon relatives, may be imagined, while his identify- 
ing himself altogether politically with Russia, against 
Austria, is creating an irritation impossible to describe 
in the political and official circles of the kaiserstadt. 

—~o-

been appointed third secretary of the German embassy 
at Washington, and who has already sailed for this 
country, is a stepson of that Countess Hermann Pour- 
tales who was Miss Helen Barbey of New York, and who 
divides her time between her home at Tuxedo and her 
place on the Lake of Geneva. Count Raymond, born at 
Geneva, its the offspring of the late Count Hermann 
Pourtales by his first marriage with a Mile. Margaret 
Marcet of Geneva, who died at Cannes in 1888, three 
years before he gave an American mother to her young 
children by leading to the altar Miss Barbey. 

There are few families of the old world aristocracy 
that have furnished more titled husbands to American 
women than that of the De Pourtales. There are at least 
a couple of dozen of Counts de Pourtales who have taken 
American wives, and, thanks to this, the house is ex- 
tensively represented in the United States as well ag in 
France, Switzerland, and Germany, where it has been 
established since the time of the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes. 

Countess Edmond de Pourtales is today the. acknowl- 
edged matriarch of Parisian society, where for the last 
thirty years she has gone by the name of “la Com- 
tesse,” just as if there were no other woman df that 
rank on the banks of the Seine; while in the palmy 
days of the Tuileries she was dubbed with arother nick- 
name—namely: that of “Chiffonnette,” by reason of her 
perfect elegance and taste in matters of dress. Count 
Frederick Pourtales is German ambassador at St. Pe- 
tersburg. The late Count Louis Pourtales was inspector 
general of artillery in the Swiss army, and the late Count 
Francis Pourtales, after acquiring citizenship of the 
United States, spent the greater part of his life as direc- 
tor. of the zodlogical museum at Bostor. Mass. Then 
thefe is a Count Arthur Pourtales, formerly French min- 
ister at Guatemala, whose first wife was a daughter of 
old Benjamin Halliday of New York, and whose second 
wife was Miss Marie Beauvar-Boosier of New Orleans. 
Count Otto Pourtales married Miss Laura Montgomery 
of Florissant, El Paso county, Colorado, and Count Ber-

DEATH .CLAIMS PHILIP DALY, 
ONE TIME GAMBLING KING. 


Manager of Pennsylvania Club at Long 
Branch Succumbs to Heart Disease— 
Noted for His Square Dealing. 


Long Branch, N. J., March 14—[Special. ]— 
Philip Daiy, for many years manager of the Penn- 
syivania club of Long Branch, died at his home 
here tonight of heart disease. Daly was born in 
1835. In 1872 he took charge of the Pennsylvania 
club, the most famous of the five Long Branch 
ubs which Gov. Fort closed when he was a New 
Jérsey Supreme court justice. 

Daly, as he was known to the sporting world a 
generation ago began life a country ad He 
drifted into the gambling game and soon created 
what easily was the highest class and most ex— 
clusive gambling club in the United States. The 


club was distinguished for its luxury, its cuisine, 


its high play, but perhaps more than for anything 
else its reputation during Daly's time of being 
absolutely square. Daly took a lot of pride in 
** square dealing.’’ 

So trusted was Daly by his wealthy players that 
they used to bank their gambling money with him. 
They would deposit with him $50,000 or $100,000 at 
a time, and play against the deposit, 
At the end of the searong settlement was 
made. Such men as President Chester A. Arthur. 
Sany Ward, Charles Reed, John Chamberlin, 
Pierre and George L. Lorillard, J. B. Haggin, the 
Californian; Charlies Fleishman, and James Fisk 
Jr. frequented the club. 

Twelve years ago Daly retired. He dropped so 
completely out of the glamor of the sporting world 
that when an auction sale of the old Pennsylvania 
club property was held last year many persons 
were surprised to hear that he was alive. At the 
sale it was found he would have about $200,000— 
enough for himeelf and his wife to live on com- 
fortably for the rest of their days.

Dakota coal rate Jaw of 190? was held today 
to be constitutional for the present by the 
Supreme court of the United States, despite 
the claim of the railroads that the law re- 
quires the transportation of coal below the

In affirming the decision of the Supreme 
court of North Dakota; Justice Holmes said 
there were so many uncertainties about the 
rate being confiscatory that the Supreme 
court felt it was not justified in overruling 
the state court, which held the law would not 
prove confiscatory if put into effect. 

The affirmance was made, however, with 
the statement that such should not prejudice 
the case of the railroads if after the law went 
into effect it should prove confiscatory.
